1 . (Currently amended) A film heating element, at loast comprising an aluminum 
substrate, an electrically insulating layer which is based on a sol-gel precursor, and an 
electrically resistive layer with a thickness smaller than 2 |jm . with the electrically insulating 
layer positioned between the aluminum substrate and the electrically resistive layer thereby 
insulating the aluminum substrate from the electrically resistive layer . 

2. (Currently amended) A -The f ilm heating element as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the 
electrically resistive layer comprises an inorganic material. 

3. (Currently amended) A -The f ilm heating element as claimed in claim 1, wherein the 
sol-gel precursor is a hybrid sol-gel precursor comprising an organosilane compound. 

4. (Currently amended) A -The heating element as claimed in claim 3, character i z e d in 
thatwherein the organosilane compound comprises methyl-trimethoxysilane or methyl- 

triethoxysilane. 



5. (Currently amended) A -The heating element as claimed in claim 1, wherein the 
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heating element further comprises a conductive lave r in contact with the electrically 

resistive layer . 

6. (Currently amended) An electrical domestic appliance comprising at least a heating 
elemen t i n aocordanco w i th c l a i m 1 comprising an aluminum substrate, an electrically 
insulating layer which is based on a sol-gel precursor, and an electrically resistive laver with 
a thickness smaller than 2 um. with the electrically insulating laver positioned between the 
aluminum substrate and the electrically resistive layer thereby insulating the aluminum 
substrate from the electrically resistive layer . 

7. (Currently amended) Afl -The electrical domestic appliance according to claim 6, 
charact e r i zed in tha tw herein the electrical domestic appliance comprises a (steam) iron, a 
hair dryer, a hair styler, a steamer and a steam cleaner, a garment cleaner, a heated 
ironing board, a facial steamer, a kettle, a pressurized boiler for system irons and cleaners, 
a coffee maker, a deep-fat fryer, a rice cooker, a sterilizer, a hot plate, a hot-pot, a grill, a 
space heater, a waffle iron, a toaster, an oven, or a water flow heater. 

8. (Currently amended) A method of manufacturing a heating element accord i ng to 
claim 1 , at-4eas tthe method comprising th e steps acts of: providing an aluminum substrate; 
applying an electrically insulating layer on said substrate by a sol-gel process : and applying 
a resistive layer having a thickness smaller than 2 um on top of the electrically insulating 
laye r thereby insulating the aluminum substrate from the resistive laye r , charact e riz e d in 
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that th e e loctrically i noulat i ng l ayor i s obtained by moans of a sol ge l process and the 

r o sistive layer has a thickn e ss sma ll or than 2 
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
